Love Is the Answer 
S T. PAUL, who could just as well

“Love D tile answer to the Law’s 
commands." (Rom. 13:10.) 
We shall never even want to 
obey the will of our Father in 
heaven unless we first love him. 
And we shall never really de­ 
sire to treat our neighbor as 
God wants us to treat him if we 
have no “agape” love for him in 
our hearts. 
Love is not a substitute for law. 
Love is rather the atmosphere in 
which we begin to understand God 
and our neighbor. Eros-love will not 
do; the Bible never once commands 
it and never commends it. It is only 
the outgiving, self-forgetting devo­ 
tion, that Jesus taught and demon­ 
strated, that is like the love of the 
true God. Whatever we may do, if 
we have no love, we have still done 
nothing.
